Regarding AO 2013-06, I ask whether fund-initiated telephony is equivalent to
written solicitation of retiree-initiated telephony.

Draft AO 2013-12 describes a fund-initiated telephone solicitation for
contributions, whereas AO 1999-06 describes a written solicitation with
retiree-initiated contact to the OPM toll free number.

A key distinctien is compliance-monitoring, as may be required to fully ensure
the voluntary nature of contributions.
